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REMARKS 

Claims 33-66 are pending in this application and have been rejected. By this 
Amendment, claims 33, 45 and 55 have been amended and claim 67 has been added. 
Therefore claims 33-67 are at issue. 

Initially the undersigned would like to thank Examiners Reston and Schuberg 
for their time during an interview of this case on July 14, 2004. 

The interview was attended by the undersigned, as well as the following 
representatives of the assignee: David Puterbaugh, one of the inventors, Edward Shestak and 
Gary Wilson. At the interview, we discussed the McAvena (5,095,612) and Nakamura 
(5,490,3 1 9) references. Specifically we discussed that neither McAvena nor Nakamura 
disclosed or suggested a motor including a casing having an inner surface, a core having an 
outer surface, wherein the inner casing surface and the outer core surface define a gap and a 
coating material substantially filling the gap. It is believed that the Examiners agreed as such 
and the claims have been amended accordingly. New claim 67 has been added and also 
includes that limitation. 

Specifically McAvena discloses coating windings of a motor with an epoxy. 
However the gap between the stator assembly and the casing inner surface is not filled with 
the epoxy. Rather the gap is filled with air. See for example, element 43 of Figure 6 and the 
corresponding discussion at column 3, lines 52-61. 

Nakamura discloses injection molding windings of a motor with a 
thermoplastic. In a first embodiment illustrated in Figures 1-5, the windings are injection 
molded in a three step process. However the external surface of the core is not encapsulated, 
nor is there a gap between the outer surface of the core and the inner surface of the casing 
filled with the thermoplastic. In a second embodiment, illustrated in Figures 6 and 7, an 
injection molded stator core is shown, but is apparently not placed in a casing. In a third 
embodiment, illustrated in Figure 8, the external surface of the core is not encapsulated, nor is 
there a gap between the outer surface of the core and the inner surface of the casing filled 
with the thermoplastic. 
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Additionally, applicants traverse the rejection of claims 42, 52 and 61 under 
35 USC § 112. By this Response, the trademark/trade name "Goretex" has been replaced by 
the term "a breathable membrane." 



In view of the foregoing, it is believed that the claims as now pending are in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly a prompt and favorable response on the merits is 
respectfully requested.
